Subsequently by 
separate Contribution Contract dated June 12, 1998, both 
Savard and Gauthier assigned their respective interests in the 
invention to the company EGS of Catellerault , France. 
Certified English translations of the above Contracts are 
attached hereto as Exhibits C and D respectively. Upon 
liquidation of EGS under French bankruptcy law, Shimano 
acquired all patents and pending patent applications from EGS 
at auction.
